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Che Necromanteion 
An Ancient Huth to Humpirit Coummuninn 


Che Liting Hampire gathers the Uifeforce from the human prey 
and thrites upon this accumulated energy. His physical health 
aprotes. His psychic abilities are enhanced. Pet, to eboloe 
meyond the limitations of a physical body the Lising Hampire 
must attract the attentions of Those Who Aabe Risen, the 
Andend Gods. These Masters of the World hate dropped the 
red to be limited by ang single physical body and habe 
Tifeforce requirements far beyond those of the Hibing 
Sampire’s. Uhus, hen in the Act of sarred Communion, the 
Living Bampire willingly sacrifices his accumulation of 
Lifeforce in a concentrated flof to the Undend, Chey accept this 
supreme Gift and assist in the process of his Wampiric 
Metamorphosis. Thus the Listing Hampire is transmuted into 
a Higher Being and, with continued effort and loyalty, joins 
the ranks of the Undend Gods. ö 


Thus Cunmunion in the Ritual of the Calling is a biolent act 
requiring the ising Wampire to exhaust his Gitality, to gibe 
until there is no hope for surbibal, to pass the line of mortal 
terror and continue offering up his precious Wifeforce. dt is a 
difficult, though praben, Path. 


Het, for those feu chosen to be giben it, there has remained an 
alternate means to arhiebe Cummunion. Nom, in these lust 
days before the Final Hurbest, this Temple has been authorized 
to rebeal the Working of the Necromanteton. 
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Mhen the Mampire Gods openly ruled this world, the priests 
who were Wising Wampires utilized a physical debice which 
opened the Gate between the Astral and physical planes. Mast 
ancient religions before the time of the Rebellion by the 
Renegades contained these physical structures fjithin their 
most holy inner sanctums. The Ring's Chrmber in the Great 
Pyramid is one such structure f&hich remains relatively intact. 
Most others are, hen uncofered by archeologists, 
misunderstood and consequently mislabeled as to their purpose. 


One such is found in the ruins near Lphyra in Rpirus, Greece. 
This particular ruin remains one of the fe retaining a foritten 
record afailable to the humans tho fail to understand fohat 
they read. Whe ancient Greek geographer, Strabo, wrote how 
on the riger Acheron the Cinumerian people lined underground 
in a maze of tunnels and houses and by their custom nefer 
fentured into the daylight. These were, of course, generational 
Listing Mampires, who were in Vampiric Metamorphosis, 
shunning the damaging thermonuclear radiation of earth’s sun 
ant. conducting the highest rites of Gonumunion to feed the 
Undead Gods. 


The Greek archeologist, Sotiris Bakuris, lured by the 
remaining records, relocated the buried ruins and began a 
systematic excafation. (Me permitted this and assured that his 
interpretations strayed sufficiently from the truth to enforce the 
Injunction of Secrecy regarding Bampirir Reality). In the 
Great Hall of this underground city, Bakaris disrofiered a huge 
cauldron of bronze (unte polished to a mirror sheen) bounded 
on all sides by a railing. 


Phillip Handenberg in his excellent work The Mystery of the 
®racles (Macmillan Mublishing Company, Inc., 1979) 


produced a close representation to the Old Ways drafon from 
his studies of the renuining records. (These, too, were judged 
reasonably inaccurate for human dissemination). UMandenburg 
recognized that the city fas a plare of firtual imprisonment for 
ihe pilgrims {ho came to speak to the Gods. Here they spent 
months in solitude and darkness, preparing their minds and 
bodies for the Ultimate @onfrontation. Then, fhen the 
Cinmeurian priests determined the supplicants wre ready, they 
fould® be led by torchlight dawn the twisted corridors to the 
Great Hall. There, gazing from the rails into the foater-filled 
mirror cauldron, their tenes were granted and they wauld 
hate, at last, Communian. 


For the humans, it wus a place to dran near their Terrible 
Rulers for personal guidance and requests. Bor the Listing 
Bampires, it was a place of training, growing, und 
transformation. Hor the Undead Gods it ſuus a Gatefway to the 
drinking from the dark River of Nife, the amassed Wifeforce of 
the human herd. Tor the ancient forld it fas the fay of 
gofernment as the Neterdying took the Highest Tribute and 
passed judgment to the priesthood af Difting Warmpires flo, in 
their turn, ruled the human society from their hidden, 
underground world. 


It is interesting ta recognize hof Hlatu's Allegory af the Cate 
from his Mepublic is a literal description of Wampiric 
Enlightenment for controlling the world. The humans, tho are 
imprisoned in shadofes, are efentually led into the light (the 
Undead Presence) fohere they then recognize the truth of their 
world (Wampiric control). 


This last Hurasian bastion of semi-upen Mampiric rule was 
destroyed by the Romans follofsing the successful strikes by 
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Purrhus, the king of Epirus in 280 BOE. It was a 
necessary sacrifice to prepare for the Grand Plan (hich 
resulted in the rise of Christianity) and great care mus faken to 
destroy as num of the records as could be found by Our 
obedient Roman armies. Today to bisit these ruins requires nn 
small journey, the simplest being to fly North to Joanninna 
from Athens, by bus to NHrebesu then on to the small billage of 
Ranaliki. The site of this ancient Necromanteion is 
approximately four miles outside of faſun by taxi atop a large, 
brooding hill beneath the thousand-year-old Byzantine chapel. 
If you listen carefully to the caretaker, you will recognize that 
Gur traditions die herg hard. The ruins are open and clearly 
hisible. Such is Our past ta those with the enges ta ser. 


Greating the Necromanteion 


To construct your aun Necromanteion will not require 
anything eben remotely as difficult as the constructing of the 
@reat Pyramid nor the underground Temple of Rphral The 


elements are simple: mirror, seat, curtains, lam light and calm. 
The Speculum 


Historically the "magic mirror" is the Necromanteion. Any 
adegiately polished surface will du. The rubbing of Aladdin's 
lamp mas to polish the surface of the metal for gazing. Also 
gazing into crystals, mater, ink or ung sufficiently reflectibe 
surface has been used successfully. Haweber, to better enable 
the experience, the larger the surface, the more potverful the 
experience in the beginning. Mirrors are confenient and 
readily abatlable. 


A good size suggested ſunuld be seberal feel wide and high. 
vrabitionally this is referred to us the speculum and those foho 
mage its use hate been also knofon as Specularii (declared to 
= "the minions of Satan“ by the Paris Haculty of Theology in 
298). 
The Seat 


~he seat needs to support your body comfortably, especially 
Dur head. A good example of this might be a reclining chair 
Sith leg rest. Position the mirror so that the bottom edge of the 
siitror is high enough from the floor so that you cannot see 
Dur ofen reflection. QDeabe room between the chair and the 
mirror for the manifestation of the Gods to stand clear. 


The Chambering ; 


Surround the space in uhich gau sit mith black cloth from 
Hoor to cetling (Gelfet is a good choice) suck that f&hen seated 
rau see nothing in the mirror’s surface except the black. 
Remove ung other fisual distractions. Uhis creates a booth or 
chamber effect. Hinally, position directly behind pour seat a 
‘of light bulb (fifteen fatts is recowonended). | 


The Preparation 


Preparation ts eberpthing. Ory to set aside a bay from pour 
normal actifities and debote your attentions to consideration of 
the Geachings of this Temple. If your planned Communion is 
set for the night, you might consider a leisurely Aunt during 


the morning, followed by a relaxed nature foalk or other 


calming, centering actifity during the afternoon. As an 
ammortal Bampire you should allo this day to become 
timeless. Aoid clocks and do not eur your feristteatch.

Solitude is best. An attitude of playful, restful umusement is 
hut pou fish to cultibate. Music can be of immense help here 
as ſuell. Hor this. reason please abotd nefspapers, radio 
programs or telebision during this time. Met the world rotate 
by itself for this day. Det the problems of the mar ld take care of 
thentselfes. 


The Necromanteton Communion. 


Tuke the normal precautions for Communion. The telephone 
should remain off the hook and an assurance that pou will be 
undisturbed is paramount. | 


Ahern pou enter the chamber you should be at ease With no 


pressing physical or mental issues at hund. It is normal to 
feel intense expectation, eid fear, tofrard the experience about to 
transptre. 


Men you take pour seat you fish to be comfortable. Take care 


that gau may gaze upon the mirror frithout straining the eyes. 


Adjust your posture until me is su. 


Nof gase into the mirror without trying ta necessarily see 
angthing. It is much as if gau fere simply looking through u 
mindabn out across some dark scenery in the distance. As you 
relax your body fill feel heafier and the Pifeforce will tingle t in 
your extremities, espectally the fingertips. 


Next fill come roiling clouds, with shifting patterns of dark 
and light. Mhen this occurs, ‘pour astral eyes are opened and 
you are about to opett the Gate. 


T3ith this ill come images, dreumlike and rapid. Remain calm 
do not try to force anything. These are mere shadaſus of 
experience to come. 


Then pou encounter the God you nery find that He or She will 
ark pou by stepping physically from the mirror into the space 
ore you and that this is not the hague, dreamlike experience 
—on expected, but an authentic physical manifestation. 


Dry ta remain calm and under no‘cireumstance attempt tu reach 
oui to touch the Undead God unless asked to do sol Other 
experiences include entering a neutral dark space fith the 
Aridend, as fuell as being taken through the mirror yourself 
=to the Bream Sharing of a astral in some fery unearthly 
rale. 


At is rammon for the Undead to mote, to si 
and to touch you. 


St is important to remain relaxed to afoid aborting these 
Sommunions. This approach depends upon self control abote 
Eil, as pou are allofoing pour accumulated Difeforce ta open a 
Sate rather than to simply let the UAndend come to the Calling in 
D usual Gonuminion of sacrifice. 


Ji the Undead God chooses, these limitations will be set aside, 
es respond to Their Guidance. 


Sinally, because gou are opening the Gate to the astral it is 
iuportant to realize that you may, foith equal ease, cannnune 
Sith the mere hunwm dend. Remember your sacred purpose and 
keen this Necromanteion sanctified with dedication to the 
Glorious Undead Gods, not the lofly human dend. Bo not 


reject these others ho may attempt to cross ober, but look to the 
Great Ones to come with an expectant heart. Again, do not try 


too hard. Net it Happen. 


It is egually true that sometimes gau will nat hate a bision 
but, instead, hear or feel Their Nresence. Gabe patience. 
Almost alfaygs, eben if gou quit the chamber with no apparent 
contact, gau will hate a full-blofon Gisitation, usually at pour 
bedside, within three days. Again, repetition of attenmpts in 
future circumstances ensures inebttable success. 


Me hate found in this Temple that carefully following these 
procedures results in direct chamber experiences on the first 
attempt for more than fifty percent of the members, with the 
balance habing Gisitations within the usual three-day period. 
We encourage those of you fho habe not succeeded to sufficient 
Contact, ta create and utilize pour aan Necromanteion.

She Vampire who has merely learned to extract the Dtfeforce

=fierds. The Hampire the remains entombed in flesh cannot 
ger ience the pofer und glory of the full Beompiric Condition 
ob remains, at best, superior to humans but wenk in the epes 
zi the Undead. 


The magical powers of the Hampire are numerous and limited 
2 Chose Who Hate Risen by the berg nature of the astral 
Dundufion of magic. Wampires and those with Bampiric 
tiencies foho remain trapped mithin the physical cannot 
calieGe that the authentic power of flight or shapechanging is 
cssstble. Bet these pumers are the Heritage of the true Vampire. 


When you habe gained the puer of flight free from the 
chusical, you will realize that there is little the human world 
can offer to you compared to the almost infinite pleasures of the 
Sampiric Condition. Those Who Hate Risen habe risen abofe 
closed falls of the physical body and see the nistas of the 
citer uniferse as it is. The Wampire who can leube the 
chysical at will can also meet with others of his kind at will 
and directly participate in the higher training and camaraderie 
af the Elder Bampire Gods Themselbes. 


From the standpoint of the Bampiric act itself, the paper af 
astral flight permits a more efficient and intoxicating taking of 


the Wifeforce. To mount the night sky freed of the crude weiglſt 
of the phusical and skim effortlessly across trees and rooftops 
und then slip silently into the bedchamber of a bictim is, by 
itself, a perfect fulfillment of our nature. et taking the 
Nifeforre in this condition is not merely superior in pleasure. 
The guality of the life energy taken is more refined, more 
concentrated as fell as profoundly mare delectable than that 
can be obtained fohile remaining encased within the tomb of the 


phusical body. 


Pour astral body is pou. The astral holds pour personality, 
your memories, habits, and indibidunlitg. The astral also is 
the feeling body. Pour emotions, and all sensory experience are 
felt at the lebel of the astral. The phusical body is little more 
than a physical behicle, much like an automobile Mhich you drife 


through phusical life. 


Bo not hotseber jump to the conclusion that the physical is 
totally dispensable. The physical body remains your anchor to 
the phusteal world. Those Who Habe Risen either maintain 
their original physical body or setze another from fbhich to 
secure their link to the phusteal uniterse. 


Hoolish human mystics habe accepted in full the concept the 
Undend Gods planted that the physical is gross, ebil and 
corrupt. The human religions embrace physical death as an 
escape to heafenly realms of perfect joy and this error serbes the 
intentions af the Elder Ones. The human is our food source 
and must remain ignorant of the higher truths. dn his 
ignorance, the human remains the perfect slabe foho is perfect in 
that he does not see his sluherg. The human is mortal and shall 
remain mortal that Our Rind may remain immortal. Such is 
the fay of things nom und throughout all time. 
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In, a physical body must remain as a base in the physical 
scr much as a mountain climber will hannner a steel stake 
Dn the cliff wall to enable him to both ascend and descend with 
exfety. Rememher that without a physical body, there only 
Duits the deadly [ure of the Bream Sharing and inebitable 
srsonal destruction. 


et, the astral is your true body compared to the physical body. 
Tie need the physical to process and exchange energy in the 
= sicul frorld mutch as a deep sea-difer needs a dihing suit to 
zxplore the nreun's depths. Bet the diber Mould neber confuse 
ts difing apparatus with himself! Che dibing suit is needed 
Dr surbifal under tnater just as the physical boty is needed for 
zurfibal in the physical nor ld. If a diber became dissatisfied 
ith his dibing equipment he would simply replace it Hith nef 
Suiprment. 


hen pou finally habe a completely conscious astral projection 
u fill neber [ook at a physical body in the same map again. 
Jou fill, like a professional diber, Gief it as equipment. 
Death will lose its sense of finality for gou and your treatment 
i the Temple Teachings will assume truly afve-filled 
stoportions. Bou fill see clearly that all mortals fear death 
cause they are, in truth, doomed. You will distinguish 
Dreher more the lurking fear behind the eyes of the raving 
man religianist as much as the “death-defying" human 
sarosttc. Pou will realize that of the billtons foo are all dying 
ou this murld, dying to a death which is total, gau are among a 
Indful frho habe the chance for surbital. 


THe habe led the humans to beliebte in their religions that theirs 


te life eberlasting. The feln Gopagers amongst them Moho habe 
Surhed the other ur lds fulſert physical death was at hand (fulfaf 
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is nofe called the NDE or wear-death-experience) return with 
tales of the Bream Sharing. We habe not bothered to correct 
them. The Undead Gods feed upon the dreaming human dead 
while they linger in their psendo-optate paradises. At our 
highest Me are the soul-eaters tho life on! ö 


Thus the humans need faith. They need faith because they lack 
hope. Then must hate faith in the religions ſue hate created for 
them for they are only food. The humans exist only to serbe the 
Undead. In fact, the ord "worship" originally meant "work". 
The Great Hxperiment of Hampires controlling the human 
stock from behind the scenes has been forking excellently and 
shall continue to du so until the next Great Harvest. 


In the meantime there is work for the Dising Bampire to 
accomplish. Ale hate been promised by the Elder Gods to be 
afvakened at death and not left to. the horrors of the slo 
destruction of the Dream Sharing. We hate been promised 
astral illumination and assistance in exchange for our loyalty 
on earth. This has been promised to all tho serfe the Temple 
with loyalty and this promise has been kept throughout all of 


recorded time. 


Bet hom can a Listing Wampire profess loyalty to the Hndend 
fohen he has not seen Their Glory? At is true that in Bampiric 
Communion the Hndead present Themselbes and draw off the 
sacrifice of Difeforce. It is true that Those Who Habe Risen 
will walk amongst us in physical bodies of Their chonsing. Jt 
is true that the Gates of Power will dart through the night 
skies und been seen by thousands as HA Os“. Bet hon can an 
Outer Temple member truly offer loyalty and serbice fohen there 
lingers doubt? |

kat is faith? Why is faith the final unser gifen in ung 
Delligent search for the meaning of the ford Gad outside 


wsampirism? 


Sith ts, quite simply, choosing to beliefe something without 
su reason to dbo so. Faith is not hope. A hope is a simple 
h that things be a certain desired fay. When a person hopes 
something is true, he doesn't think he already knots it is true. 
zz only destres it to be true. 


Faith is not posttife thinking or positibe expectation. 
Anosing ta [ook only on the good side of things requires that 
rt exist some "good side" that we can knof about. If there 
n good side to turn to, ur cannot "think positife" unless for 
rich the meaning to absurd lengths! Neither is faith u 
sositife expectation that things might change for the better. No, 
<a example of faith in this context wauld require that gau 
Diefie that things will change for the better @ithout habing any 
czason to do so. N | 
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If you habe some reason to beliebe in something, gau do not 
hate faith. Haith requires the total absence of reason. J like 
to gife the following definition for faith. Raith is the monkey 
french tossed into the machinery of the mind that stops the 
production of the certainty of knotuledge. 


What? J am saying that faith destroys knamledge? Mes, that 
is precisely right. Hurther, faith undercuts the possibility of 
eher knowing anything. 


Why is this sa? Consider exactly what human religions 
demand of guu when they require that gou "habe fatth" in God. 


Hirst, to habe faith in God you Habe ta abandon your ability to 
judge the facts of reality. Judgment is an ebaluation of the 
farts and faith is simply beliebing Mithout any farts. 


Second, you hate to ignore any further facts that shot that 
there is no God. Ae will explore a little later the many 
arguments used by theologians to attempt to defend the existence 
of God. At heart they all end asking gun to just beliebe 
éshether it makes sense or not. | 


What is the result of choosing to beliese in something without 
any efidence and eben in the fare of efidence against it? The 
major psychological result is that you must then, on some deep 
lefel of your mind, nefer trust pour judgment about angthing 
else eher aguin. After all, if you make any exreption to using 
reason to decide f&hat is real or unreal, then just kof can gou 
test anything else in this huge uniberse as to its existence or 
nonexistence? What will you use to decide the ultimate truth of 
anything if pour mind is not to be trusted on the issue of the 
reality of God? God is supposed to habe made eberpihing that 
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‘s Ghat means that God would be the most real of anything 
scare he started eberything. | 


D if gau knofs that God exists in defiance of your mind, hots 
<x you trust pour mind about bus stations and skyscrapers 
=> medical diagnoses? Where should your faith stop and your 
Dean begin? 


aman religious fanatics tell you thet at least &hen it comes to 
Sd you must park your mind somefskere and simply beliefe. 
Shy? Merause their book says you should. Mon du you knots 
I can trust this book? Wecause it is the Mord of God.“ 
=> du you knut it is the Mord of God?" Because God said 
8 in the book. But hof do J hnof God really said this? 
Inu must hate faith." 


Ss there pou are. Your mind is frozen by the demand tu stop,

scesed ama pour anchor to reality and are set adrift on the 
sas of emotional &him and religious tyranny. Bau forrber 
case to knofe ith certainty if anything is true or false. 


Tr there were such a God and since this God can suspend the 
Ds of nature at will, nothing is efer teuly predictable again. 
Jau just nefier knoſu ſuhen God might pass another miracle and 
Sur corn flakes will turn into asphalt or gour ofercoat fill 
me a nightclub. Iuith in the existence of God is a blank 
Ark to the psycho ward. Only the totally hallucinating 
ceuchotic truly lifes from faith, Only the lunatic has fully 


errut His trust in his mind to decide fohat is real. Only u 
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psuchotic could be a non-hypocritical Christian, Islamic, Jem 
or Buddhist libing by faith. 


Opposing this mental dead-end, Mampirism cuts through the 
confusion and hypocrisy of the centuries with the simple 
declaration of hut God is. The Hampiric definition of God is 
sinuply that God is the supreme being in pour life. 


That's all. God is the most important person or thing in your 
life. Therefore, if money is more important to you then 
anything else, if you fould be willing to gite up anything, eben 
your life, for money, then money is your God. If your country 
is the nunther one most important entity in your world, then 
gour country is your God. If your child is the most important 
entity in pour uniberse, if pou would literally da anything for 
your child, then pour child is your Gad. 


Therefore, there are as many Gods as there are people. Tach 
person has a different God he or she worships. Tach 
indibidual has something or sumeone that is the most important 
entity for that indipidual and that is their God. 


Recognizing this, Bampirism goes pet another step with stating 
that deciding just f&ho or fhat is the most important entity in 
pour life is a choice. You choose pour God. |

If your spouse is your God, and you act as a mindless slate 
to ung fhim, no matter hot silly or self-defeating, if gau 
always place your spouse's desires ahead of your ofmn ar 
anyone else’s, then he or she is pour God and you are the one 
faho chose that God.

Bet the same problem arises ohen we examine flat it means to 
choose pour God based upon his degree of knotoledge. When 
you were in school you probably did not beliebe your teachers 
were God although they knen far more them you did. Small 
children usually make this mistake in ascribing godlike pofvers 
to their parents. Much of fulfat goes on in adolescence results 
from the child breaking free from the false thentification of their 
parents as God, seeing their faults and gradually learning they 
can’t blame these former gods for the faults of the entire morld. 


Later me will deal with the three traditional characteristics of 
onutipotence, onmistience and omnipresence commonly àsrribed 
to God and show why there is an internal contradiction. The 
point here is that pofer and knofvledge are not useful 
standards to decide flo or ſuhat you choose to be god in pour 
ofon life. Bampirism recognizes that all humans do choose a 
god. hen the atheist has made a god of atheism if there is 
nothing more important in his life.

Aben the 
human "saints" of the Christian religion foho suffered and died 
for "the glory of God! did so because they selfishly wanted to 
please God!

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Nat lang ago J was discussing some implications of quanto 
theary for the structure of reality ohen a human friere 
suddenly perked up and remarked that maybe this could perm 
the existence of God. Although this hope died quickl for hi 
as J explained the full context of the issue, the thought came ic 
me then ham interesting it is to see the emotional dribe Hume 
beings nom habe to possess an external god. The reason ther 
unt an external god so badly that they habe ignored the facts cr 
reality for aber six thousand years is a testimony to te 
excellence of Mampiric manipulation during that same length c= 
time! 


The earliest origin for an external god comes out of 2 
explanations primitife man had for the mysterious forces H- 
surrounded his daily life. He would attribute an unusual = 
mysterious occurrence to some "god" foho ruled that thin 
Therefore there fas a god of lightning &ho would cz 
thunderbolts through the stormy skies.

Tr 
Babylonians, the Hgyptians, the Mayans all had numer 
gods und goddesses to characterize the many mysteries of fler 
world. All these gods had similarities in that the fere = 
more pofverful and knofoledgeable than humans. No Hum 
could stand up to a thunderbolt cast daun from heuben n= 
surbibe in a forest fire nor stand against a cascading rifes 
These gods were certainly more knofoledgeable than hum 
Kuen then, human beings understood that knofledge is pofer- 
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Aus the early gods serbed as labels for mysteries because 
—mumkind simply did not understand fohy things were as they 
Dre. They could only assume that all actions must habe an 
Dur behind them and that these actors (gods) foere more 
Swerful and wiser than they were. Of course, the Bampiric 
infers of earth often used this superstitious error in thinking 
= assimme the roles of those nonexistent gods.

Uhe victim of physical blindne⸗⸗ 
is afvare of his lack und normally makes efforts to cope wiflf t= 
world of darkness Sbhich surrounds him. Uhe birtim of meni 
blindness thrashes recklessly through life, denying that 
cannot see fohat he is doing, ſuhere he is going, f&ohy he is goes 
there and hol he will knofe that he has arrifed ſuhen he ts there 
The physically blind man will normally deal with the fact l 
he cannot see und will learn about the enbironment by othe 
neans.

makes little or no sense at all. It is either light or darkness 
It is either truth or fraud. It is either Nucifer — or Goofy. 


All philosophies can be broken dofon into fife segments, = 


building on the other to form the entire hierarchical struct 


These {the segments are: metaphysics, e ethirs 
politics and art. 


At the base is ee that is concerned with the nature = 
reality. 


The indibidual who folloms an umeonscious set = 


philosophical principles might beliebe that asking questi 
about fohat is real is absurd. Such a biempoint has taken 
metaphysical stance that reality is self-ebitent und does — 
require any definition. The Hampiric metaphysics simply ==: 


that X experience is real und, further, that the idea = 
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something being unreal“ is an error. Net me explain this better 
Duuse fithout a firm grasp of metaphysics, a philosophy has 
firm foundation. 


Ts adream real? Bampiric metaphysics sags ges. A dream is 
esmething that pou can experience and ts therefor real. 


Si you protest and say, Mait a minute! A dream isn’t real!" 
n you need to consider flat you think a dream is. Boes a 
Tram exist? If it doesn't exist, hof da you know about it? 
whe only thing that doesn’t exist, that isn't real, ts something 
ither you nor anyone else run eber experience or knots about 
= any frag. 


Su the Bampiric challenge is to ask yourself to please name 
scmething that pou nor anyone else can neber experience or 
sof about! 


I course this is impossible. If. uu knof about it enough to 
me it, then it exists; it is real. 


Ats important idea requires that you understand that the ford 
real is redundant. Where is nothing that is "unreal" to 
compare to reality. Get me gife you another more concrete 


sample. 


Suppose someone telephoned you and said, "We just dumped a 
son of wet concrete into pour lifing raum.“ You rush into your 
Ding room but you find it undisturbed in any fay. You go 
cork to the telephone and shout, "What is this, some kind of 
ssupid jake? and slam dofon the phone in anger. 


Sid the concrete exist ar mot? 
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Hes it did. The concrete existed as an experience in your mint 
dit fas a real enough experience to rause you to rust 
breathlessly into your libing room to look for the damage and = 
respond with anger on the telephone. If pou claim that te 
mental iden of concrete in your lining room’ isn’t real, = 
doesn't exist, then my question to you is, "As opposed f 
what? Just what is this “unreality" you are describing? 


Most people use the word "real" only to describe physi 
objects. Ihe philosophical school of nutteriulism, so popular t 
the nineteenth century, held that only physical objects were re 
and that mental or enwtional experiences nere somehofe unre 
@f course that left the materialists in the uncomfortabs 
postition of hating to deny that their minds (Mhich pus sessed = 
notion of the philosophy of materialism) existed. Further, sux 
indipiduuls were placed in the embarrassing position of habic 
to deny technically that they could think at all since thoughts 8 
not exist for them either. Then conlim’t eben gripe about = 
situation because emotions were supposedly no more real & 
thent than ideas. (Chis period in humem philosophical deb 
Serbed as na small source of amusement to the Mampic 
community at the time). 

Che problem is that the rummoan sense unconsciously-l— 
philosophy of most people today is mostly that of nuteriali⸗ 
as far as their metaphysics are concerned. Most common = 
beliebe that if it isn't physical it isn't real and this dunuts = 
thinking and feeling to a guasi-unreal state of second-re= 
semi-existenre. No one denies that they think or habe emotio= 
but they da deny that their ideas and feelings as us real" = 
concrete or racks or automobiles. 
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Gampiric metaphysics drops all this nonsense and returns to 
A eGidence of the only reality that is: ebergthing! All 
zxperience is real. Thoughts are as real as frogs and emotions 
e as real as islands. Hor the Bampiric metaphysician, 
Snudasy is not separate from reality because there is nu 
‘anrealitg" at all! “Unreal” is a meaningless ford. 
“Hnreality" doesn’t exist. 


Zet most fools fill still bandy about such phrases as n 
szality", pour reality", "multiple realities", ete. lense 
= Derstand that reality is efergthing that exists - All possible 
zxserience. In order for there to be another reality, there foould 
Ae to be a reality that doesn’t exist! 


Ae greatest offenders in this cesspool of illogic are found in 
wz so-called New Age" mußement. Here we find authors who 
Mecuss "creating your ofon reality" und denwmestrating by such 
-Ssurt self-contradictory dribel that they hate no grasp of the 
~vanings of any of the fords they are using. 


Sere foe finally touch upon the heart of the entire philosophical 
‘esue. Und, as it has been throughout all of human history 
ssith rare exceptions) people use words the same foay that a 
Mich digger uses dirt; it just keeps un getting piled up higher 
d higher fohile ne go deeper and deeper into a dark hole. 
Hast attempts among human beings at communication are 
“sumed to utter failure because most humans habe not vet 
sarned that language infolfes the arcurate use of fords foith 
scecific definitions. Instend, most people use foords to make 
=sises. Somehow you are supposed to know that they're 
‘getting at". Bou knots" is the most conunonly used phrase in 
— Zinglish language and a total condemnation of the 
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prehumans folo use it to precede and follof their ebery misusz 
of tohat could hate been language. 


"Bou knots, that's tuhnt J mean, you knufu. 
Mou knofe, my dreams just aren't real, you knaſu. 
Mou knuſu, Hampirism is a fneird kinda thing, you knuſu. 


No, J don’t know! And neither do the mumbling morons fur 
rely eternally upon sound without meaning to conbey someko > 
their nebulous, ill-formed ideas. To use fords is io us 
symbols that ultimately stand for experience. To achiebe *. 
understanding of a conscious philosophy requires the use = 
mords, not noise. 


Such an obserbation, by the fay, leads us into the sern 
segment of philosophy: epistemology. Fpistemalogg = 
concerned fith exactly hot it is that living beings knom ah 
reality or, to put it more directly, hot foe knof what ne kn 


Antil a little ober tho thousand years ago, foe didn't knots H= 
fre acquired knamledge. It wasn't until the ancient Grew 
philosopher and Uampire, Aristotle, identified the las = 
logic. He refealed the principles that demonstrated that reas 
is the only means to arquire knotuledge. Reason und or- 
reason. = 
How do fe know this? Bots do foe knofe that reason is L- 
only means to arquiring knotuledge? The answer is for 
again in definition. 


Reason is the non-contradictory tdenttfiration of the elem 


of experience. J will hate much more to say about reason = 
the issue of epistemology in a future teaching on reason, but = 
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nofs stmply consider that there is no sane alternatibe to reason 
zar acquiring knofoledge. After all, if reason is 
“‘nont-contradictory" then any other suggested methods to 
Squire knofoledge must be contradictory! Such an alternatibe 
sould "profe" a fact by finding ebidence that disputes it! For 
sample, such a situation ſunuld require that if a policeman 
arrested you for a crime, then efidence that you didn't commit 
Z crime could be used to profe pou did! Reason, instead, 
*zmands that the ebidence is non-contradictory. Whe idea that 
esmething other than reason could apply to discobering the 
auth about any situation is obbiously insane. 


Therefore, epistemology is concerned with hof foe disrober the 
uth about anything and the Banpiric philosophy states that 


asu and only reason can find the truth. - 


Set most people do not agree. Then beliebe that there are 
siternatifbes to reason. They beliebe there is an esrape hatch 
from logic. MHsuullpꝑ they call this shorteut to truth God! or 
‘mystical experience" or "(uck" or feelings“. Mut there is nu 
chorteut to truth - only à short circuit far the mind. To accept 
t alternatife to reason for acguiring knofuledge is to reject 
zrasun altogether.

Aan claim to use this tool but fen actually du su. 


The reasons fohy it is popular to undercut rationality mith 


superstitious nonsense are explored in the teaching on the 
Sampiric God. Hofeefer, it only takes a moment of rational 
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thought to see that only someone wanting ta ebade the truce 
foould strife so hard to undercut the ability to identify the trut- 
Bampirism is a philosophy dedicated to a total respect for E= 
truth .. and damn anyone or anything that stands in the wer- 
The truth is nur standard. The truth is our hanner. The tris 
and only the truth! 


Ethics is the third segment of the philosophy of Hampiri⸗ 
Ethics is concerned With what actions should a human bet 
take in any particular situation and fly? In any gif 
situation is there a proper action for a person to take and R 
ran you knofs that that correct action is? 


The fords "right" and "wrong" habe been stolen from £- 
Sorabulary of the rational and nof habe come to mean the= 
opposites. Chis is the direct result of the antihumen ethic of £- 
Judeo-Christian philosophy the Undead created to beiter 
enslave hunums. In that religious philosophy sacrifice is H 
to be "good" and rational self-interest is held ta be "bad". Ches- 
words, "good" and "bad", habe become so soiled by the blood = 
millions of Gictims ober the centuries that it ts alms 
impossible to resrue these words for our use in their fr 
meaning. THAS is the reason that Muntpirism says thet + 
has gone beyond good ahd ebil, right and rong. Ae had = 
Wo can the Bampire explain that if selfishness is "bad" f 
all of the human family is "bad" since all human actions = 
matibated on some lebel out of self-interest? Or hots can foe = 
past the massibe propaganta of our atun creation that sz 
that humemkind suffers from "original sin and is "ebil"? 2 
can Nampirism expect anyone to understand that if pee 
beings are not eGil, then the comonon usage of the foords er 
"good", "ight", and "forong" are all backwards, inferted? 
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Therefore, out of an aſnareness of this confusion me created, 
Bampires generally abstain from the use of these fords. Me 
sabe gone beyond "right and frong" and "good and eGil" because 
‘hese nurds no longer denote anything, but habe become part of 
te tools of the torturers and mass murderers of the centuries. 
Zust as, in George Orwell's nobel 1984, language had been 
redefined to mean fohat the dictators munfed, su too the old 
Sorts of ethics habe ceased to hate rational meaning and must 
ce Discarded. Instead we must speak of useful and useless 


in the dim hope that just a fem minds retain enough of the spark 


af reason to recognize ſulſat tue truly mean. 


Sthies has usually been tied to some supernatural source such 
xs "God", but the Uampirit philosophy rejects this 
superstitious nonsense. The Wampiric ethics is based firmly 
non fshat are the rational actions for an indibiduul in any set 
af circumstances. Here context is eberpthing. Hor example, in 
sue circumstances it is ſuise for the Bampire to proclaim his 
Sieſus and in other situations he will remain silent. What will 


Secide his choice? Che Wampiric ethics demand that the choice is 


cased upon fohat action mill benefit the indistiual, furthering 
zis aims as a person, or fill, in a negatibe situation, cut his 
2 8SES. 


The Wampiric ethics are firmly based upon a total respect and 
alfimate Galue placed upon the indibidual's proper surbibal. 
These fords are carefully chosen. Not just surbibal at any 
cost but proper surbifal. This requires that fe define ſuhut 
sind of life is proper und fe examine this issue in our 
samination regarding Sacrifice. Hurthermore, we are 
aiterested in the Indinidual's life, wot life for the good of all 
mans or other animals; not life for the good of the majority. 
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The issue of Hampiric ethics centers wholly upon the questions 
concerning the indibidual. 


Ainally, there are no groups, there are only the indifiiuals 
Groups are nothing more than seberal indifiduals. Wife d= 
experienced on an individual basis by the isolated person alor. 
Ta say "No man is an island! is to wallow in ignoranz 
Hhery man is an island, as is eberg {oman and ebery chil 
Me ure born inte this world alone, life our lifes as indifitus's 
and, lacking Mill, die in isolation. If pour eyelids close = 
luer the final curtain upon the final act of pour life, pou fur 
be alone behind those curtains as pou hate been alone all = 
your life. 


The Banpiric philosophy does nat despair of this indifite 
isolation from others; it glories in it. Creutibe alienation ts = 
source of Hampiric pride, for the Bampire finds not wenkne⸗⸗ 
but power in the reality of his separation. Ae finds perso 
strength in his uniqueness. He finds mastery in his citadel = 
self. After thousands and thousands of years of being tau 
self-hate and personal despair, the nefe Dampire rises from E 
laſulg origin in the human herd, as mythic Prometheus rrz 
against the will of the gods, and fukes the fire of the heabens = 
his oon. e proclaims that this is the Age of the Fir 
Harbest! This is the Age of the indinidual as God! 


Bet so mung critics habe attacked the Bampiric ethies on &- 
lefel of politics, since politics is inhulhed With what should = 
the correct actions betfeen men. Molttics is, technically, = 
subset of ethics in that it is concerned fith a code of actic= 
although these are actions relating strictly to society. Polti= 
is concerned with gabernment. Should it exist or not? Tr = 
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chould exist, then fohat is the best form of gobernment? What 
are the purposes and limits of gofernment? 


Sampiric polities represents à clear-cut return to the political 
Deals expressed in the founding of the United States of 
America and its Constitution. The politics of Hampirism 
iully endorses the mritings of Benjamin Franklin (a member 
of the Hellfire Club of Great Britain) as well as birtuully 
ery founding father (most of thom as high-ranking Masons, 
ike Washington and Franklin, were linked to the 1776 
Babarian Jlluminati). The symbols of Banpirism are found 
on ebery dollar bill, on the Presidential Great Seal und eben on 
Old Glory", the American flag. There is no doubt about it. 
Che United States fas Directly founded by Bampires to 
cromote the Mampiric ethical ideals of life, liberty and the 
cursuit of happiness". Gt fas a conscious attempt to improbe 
the lot of human beings in preparation for the planned adbfances 
in technology and the Opening of the Outer Gates of Humer. 


Thus the polities of Bampirism endorses a democratic republic 
ed by an enlightened leadership under the guidance of the 
Andend. To be specific, the Wampires Hho started the United 
States recognized the folly of permitting the national interest to 
ze held in the hands of the uneducated masses and insfitufed a 
xemocracy based upon electing representatifes of the people. 
These representatives, ſuhn were honest, knoſuledgeuble and 
Sell-educated, were intended then to gather to decide upon the 
st course of action for the nation as a fnhole Mhile defending 
in totality the rights of the indibidunl. It mas an important 
step in preparing for the introduction of the Industrial 
cefolution to protect the masses. TtGery farmer guurds his 
Attle from harm and the nef experiment in gofernmental 
croterction of the indinidual fas for just this purpose. 
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The Will of Rights is probably the mast Bampiric document & 
existence today outside the specific writings of the Temple. T: 
fas the clear intention of the MHampires lola created the Unite: 
States gobernment to enable citizens to habe freedom of sperrz 
and freedom from religion. Current issues on such horrors = 
"prayer in school" point to attempts by some to snuggle i 
chains of religion back into this free, secular gobernmer 
These attempts surface again from time to time us With it: 
1950s defacement of American currency with the inane mat 
In God We Crust" (all others pay cash?) and the introductix 
into the Pledge of Allegiance of the fords under God". Tie 
propaganda attempts of fanatical Christians habe succeeded = 
the extent that nof "God", that mast hideous of all anti- free 
myths, has become popularly associated wit Americas (Sin 
these mouthings and posturing do not habe a meaningful effec 
they Habe been tolerated). 


But make nu mistake about it. To read the Constitution a 
the Will of Rights is to read the essence of the politics <- 
Danpirism Me do not endorse equality for humans exe 
under lau. Ae do not endorse democracy for humans will 
elected representation. Ale are opposed io social anarchy => 
support indisidual freedom. Me are opposed to unjust eoerci= 
and support human rights under Bampiric guidance. Me K 
mindless human tyranny and endorse enlightened leadersk= 
under Our Guiding Hand. 


Thus the Bampiric politics are the essence of undefil- 


American gobernment - undefiled by religion, ignorance = 
stupidity. Upheld by intelligence, courage and reason. 


The fifth and final segment of the Bampiric philoso 


concerns art. Art or aesthetics is concerned with presenting = 
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sensory form the essence of an iden or entotion. There ure 
many forms of art such us music, paintings, sculptures, etr., 
but art communicates a complicated idea or feeling in a direct 
ug to the experience of the person so exposed. Describing in 
fords Mhat is meant by the ford freedom! may be difficult, 
but gazing upon the form of à bird in flight as captured by an 
artist’s brush can summarize the essence at a glance. A general 
might speak for hours affempfing to instill courage into his 
troops before entering battle, but a martial hunm with drums 


beating and horns trumpeting can instantly inject the feeling of 


courage. 


Art may imitate nature but is not limited by it. A camera can 
produce art but simply reproducing some aspect of expertence ts 
not enough. The content of the picture, or sound (or fMPhateber 
senses are used to confep the art) must resonate fith the 
elements of experience within the listener to cause the desired 
reaction. Uhus the mindless, ſunuld-be "artist" who flings mud 
haphazardly at a canbas is not creating art (unless the theme he 
fishes to confey is one of mindless chaos"). Hurthermare, 
Mampirte art recognizes that by definition, art is a means of 
communication. This communication can be used infeardly for 
one’s ofon self as ſuell as outwardly to influence others. 


Che Pampire will use art fo communicate compltrated ideas and 
feelings to Himself in Wampiric ceremony and ritual and often 
in the elements of art he surrounds himself with in daily life. 
As a reminder of important themes, the use of art fo 
conununicate to yourself MHampirir principles can inspire, 
instruct and soothe. Ham easy it is to forget the importance of 
pride and heroism ſuhen being swept along by the mindless 
fash of societal norms that promote conformity and humility. 
A glance at a mirror etched mith the Winged Skull of MR or a 
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ceramic serpentine dragon can challenge a senseless moment 
personal doubt. A stirring measure of music from Wagner - 
Becthogen can dribe aside the lingering effect of a mind. 
nefspaper. Ohus the Hampire uses art upon himself to remo 
and reinforce the truths he has struggled so hard to uneober a. 
understand. 


Then, too, there is the use af art to affect others. le all K. 
the same physteal nerbaus system and, to a greater extent iv. 
is usually recognized, fe are affected by the same things 
similar fays. As the Hampire is affected by art, su cas 
affect others fith art. 


The UMampire will therefore use art to create certain des! 
effects in others. Ae recognizes the effects of his perso 
appearance as a form of art and foenbes this lefel of magi:

By developing and maintaining the opposing Dayside and Nightside 
perspectives appropriately, the Vampire produces a powerful stress or tension 
between the worlds of truth and fantasy. The result is a growing capacity to 
cause change in the material world by magical means such that dreams of the 
Night leave footprints in the Day. This condition we call The Twilight. It is 
to see with the vision of the Dragon Within and to walk across the Crack 
between the Worlds. The experience of the Twilight is the capstone of the 
Vampiric Condition and is the highest form of personal experience to be 
achieved through the application of the Temple Teachings. 


Purpose of Active Membership 


The initiatory structure of the Temple exists so that mature and serious 
candidates may validate their Vampiric experiences with others of like mind. 
To this end the Temple offers five Grades or Circles of recognition. Each 
Bible contains the Higher Teachings relevant to the Grade being sought. An

Title Grades of Recognition

of HEKAL TIAMAT, the Temple of the Dragon, indicates a member who has 
made a personal commitment to the Temple, has sworn a formal Oath to serve 
the Temple and has testified to the reality of Communion as a personal 
experience as explained in The Vampire Priesthood Bible. 


The Fourth Circle (Vampire Sorcerer or Sorceress) indicates a member who 
has testified to the successful application of Sorcery (The Nine Laws of Magic) 
to alter reality in achieving personal goals.
